Timber and Forestry Commis- 
sion Completes Taking 
of Evidence 



VETERAN LOGGER 

FORESEES MONOPOLY 



Chief Fire Warden's Summing 
up of Fire Damage This 
Season 



VANCOUVER, Sept. — With tin: 
closing or the month UK timber ami 
torsstry commission concluded the tak- 
ing of evidence lute this afternoon. The 
commissioners have been sitting for 
tweiuy-ono days during the last six 
weeks, and have heard ever one hun- 
dred witnesses, it will take them con- 
siderable time t i go through the evi- 
dence ntiil weigh it, especially as so 
many interests have to be considered 
and the case presents so many phases. 

This morning Neil A. McKlnnon, an 
old timber cruiser, was the first witness. 
He considered that the tenure of tim- 
ber licenses should he extended. lie 
believed all the timber on the land of 
merchantable size should be taken out 
when the loggers were going through. 

\V. H. Higgins, who lias been logging 
for Mi years, twenty-one of them in 
British Columbia, warned the commis- 
sion that the timber lands were getting 
mt 3 the hands of speculators 'and that 
there was danger of a timber monopo- 
ly like that of the states. The way to 
avoid tills was lor the government to 
retain power to increase rentals and 
royalties. 

This afternoon Fred If. Parks, mana- 
ge:- of the International Timber com- 
pany, spoke strongly on the need for 
fire protection, looking on fire as one of 
tha greatest hazards that the lumber- 
men had to meet. 

Andrew H.islam, supervisor of .scal- 
ers, for the province, endorsed the Idea 
or extending the tenure, but held that 
to be fitlr to all interests both rental 
and royalty should be subject to gov- 
ernment control. If only the royalty 
was to be Increased it would be felt by 
the operator and consumer, whereas the 
timber owners, from whom most of the 
coast operators bought, would not bear 
their chare unless the rental were also 
subject to increuso. 

W. C. Gladwin, chief fire warden, on 
the basis of reports from the 3S 
wardens under him, said the fire loss 
this year for the whole province 
would be seven and a half million feet. 
East year it was several million dol- 
lars. There were 184 tiros reported 
during this dry season, of which 62 
were in the toast district. The chief 
causes were locomotives, donkey en- 
gines, settlers, campers and lightning. 
Out of 1,600 permits granted to set- 
tlers for setting out fires the wardens 
had to take care of two. At first the 
settlers had complained somewhat, 
but as soon as they learned to under- 
stand the system they saw it was in 
their '*jvn Interests. The greatest care 
was tsjeen by wardens to see that per- 
mits were only granted where there 
would lie no danger. Mr. Gladwin 
favored the use or oil ns railway fuel 
in the dry season, as spark arresters 
did not prevent the throwing of sparks 
in the sharp exhaust on an up-grade. 

The commissioners decided that they 
would not hear addresses from coun- 
sel. 

Before the commission adjourned, .T. 
A. Harvey, K.C., expressed his thanks 
on behalf of all who have appeared he- 
fore the commission for the courteous 
treatment extended to them. The 
commission was one of the most im- 
portant that ever sat in British Co- 
lumbia, dealing with an industry which 
furnished the largest Individual share 
of the revenue and paid the largmt 
amount in wages. ,\ most Impartial 
and thorough hearing had been given 
tu all who came before thi' commis- 
sion, and the widest opportunity had 
been given to all to ejjjjress their 
views. The utmost courtesy had been 
shown to everyone.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.— Twenty-live 
thousand men of all arms marched to- 
day . past the massed representatives 
and special envoys of the nations, 
while two million citizen spectators 
shouted themselves hoarse In cheering. 
The great military parade was tho 
climax of the Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion. 

Although there were tremendous 
ovations for each body of American 
troops, and unstinted applause in over- 
whelming volume for tho British 
sailors, the most conspicuous recep- 
tion of the day went to the sailors of 
the German Ileet, a picked body of 
magnificent men, who, as they reached 
tho reviewing stand loll Into the for- 
mal slapdash of the parade goose-step 
and burst into "My Country, 'Tla of 
Thee," with an overwhelming volume 
of basses and a fervor which took 
away the breath of the listeners. The 
spectators sat silent for a moment, and 
then, rising bareheaded, cheered and 
cheered and cheered again and waved 
hats and handkerchiefs. 

Applause from one stand or another 1 
was continuous throughout the parade, 
but now and then the crowds showed 
some evidence of being surfeited with 
festival impressions. 

Between the battery, of cheers for 
the Germans and the thunder of ap- 
plause for the West Point cadets, tho 
characteristic humor of an American 
crowd found opportunity for expres- 
sion In a thousand familiar salutations 
to those In the lines. There was ample 
evidence today that whatever may be 
the interest In historic pageants and 
parades of merchant ships, anchored 
men of war, gold braid, bugles and 
roll of the drums have lost none of 
their fascination for the great mass of 
the public. So many men representing 
branches of the war departments of 
the world have not been seen 
on American streets before. So many 
wearing American colors have not 
been seen since the days of the civil 
war. The total count of those in line 
today outnumbered the enlisted roll 
of the American regular army before 
the Spanish-American war. Four 
hundred policemen kept the crowd in 
line. 

The parade followed strictly the or- 
der of official precedence. First came 
Admiral Sir Edward Seymour's men, 
the bluejackets and marines of the 
British lleet, then tho Germans, then 
following them the men of the Nether- 
lands and the Italian midshipmen in 
company front, with their sailors 
bringing up the rear. Then came the 
representatives of the United States, 
with the West Point cadets leading. 
Then followed the coast artillery, the 
U. S. Marine band of the Atlantic- fleet 
in scarlet and gold, the marine corps, 
the sailors of the various ships, the 
nnval militia, the national guard, and 
lastly the drab-garbed regulars. 

The cadets of the Argentine train- 
ing ship, trim and youthful, found a 
place between the American sailors 
and the naval militia. 

Tomorrow the torpedo flotilla, sub- 
marines and naval auxiliaries, with 
one of the light draft cruisers followed 
by a parade of merchant craft, will 
leave for up- Hudson to escort the 
Half Moon and the Clermont from 
their present anchorage to Newburg, 
where they will be formally turned 
over to the ' upper Hudson division, 
which will continue the festivities for 
a week to come. 

There were power boat races this 
afternoon on the Hudson off Riverside 
drive, and tonight literary exercises 
and a banquet on Staton Island, at 
which Glenn H. Curtlss, the aviator, 
made his first appearance tit a formal 
public function since his return from 
European triumphs. Sharing the hon- 
ors with him were Governor Hughes 
and Dr. Cook, of polar fame.

CHICAGO. Sept. 30.— The wheat 
squeeze which disturbed the ennui of 
speculative routine with a 14 cent ad- 
vance in the September option on the 
board of trade here today, was the 
cleanest cut of any corner in many 
years. The so-called Patten deal of 
last spring was an open secret long 
before tinal delivery day, but what has 
pened today came out of the clear sky. 

For a month there had been prac- 
tically been nothing doing in Septem- 
ber options, which closed yesterday at 
$1.00, and sluggishly slept through 
most of today's session slightly above 
that figure. There was known to be 
a short Interest out, but that control 
of the long side had been secured was 
undreamed of by those not in the deal. 
The trader or traders in control are 
said to have held about 1.000,000 bush- 
els, while the scattered short Interest 
ran between live and ten millions. Xo 
colossal winnings or losses are in- 
volved, although some of the weaker 
Shorts are hard hit. when ••shoestring" 
resources are considered. The efforts 
of some h* those to extricate them- 
selves during the last frenzied half 
hour were described bj a spectator as 
pitiful. A small sum multiplied into 
comparative heavy loss rapidly. 

September wheat was at $1.07 when 
the riot of the shorts began. Con- 
ditions had been bearish, and although 
September had held sturdily in price, 
shorts still believed tin; break would 
come. Receipts In tin- northwest con- 
tinued heavy, and Europe refused to 
buy. a situation usually followed by 
lower prices. As tin- llnal moment of 
trading for tin- month drew near and 
the break did nut materialize, the 
I true condition Of affairs became ap- 
parent. 

One long, with live thousand bushels

$1.10, and then watched what became

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.— Still clad in 
the rough clothing worn on the Arctic 
trip, although his furs had been laid 
aside, Captain Bartlett stood on the 
quarter deck of the steamer Roose- 
velt this afternoon and acted as 
spokesman for the party.

"Only to rescue starving men would I 
attempt such a trip," he said. 

"Did you hear that Dr. Cook hail 
discovered the pole when you were at 
Etah?" he was asked. "Yes, but no- 
body took the news seriously." 

"Hud it occurred to you that Cook 
might be in danger?" 

."We considered Cook a man of too 
much experience In Arctic travel to 
get into trouble." 

Captain Bartlett then said that lie 
saw tho sledge which Dr. Cook said 
ho used in his llnal dash for the pole, 
and that personally ho would not 
trust himself to go the length of the 
ship on It. The sledge did not look 
to him as If it had had hard usage. 
Captain Bartlett said that he did not 
expect to go to the pole himself. "Any- 
body can go to the pole nowadays," 
lie said. 

The other members of the party 
showed a determination to regard 
Commander Peary's wishes about dis- 
cussing the Cook controversy. When 
Pritchard, the cabin boy, was asked if 
he laid heard Dr. Cook tell Harry Whit- 
ney at Etah that he had been to tho 
pole, he replied: "Yes, 1 heard him 
Bay that."

Superintendent White Reports 
Large Increase in Im- 
migration 




WINNIPEG, Sept. 30.— "Immigration 
from the United States to Canada lias 
j increased fully thirty per cent this 
I year, and next year there will be about 
I 115,000 Americans come to Canada." 

This was the statement of William 
J. White, superintendent of the Domin- 
ion immigration agencies In the Unit- 
ed States. 

Mr. White said that it was surpris- 
ing how popular Canadian lands were 
becoming In the United States. "You 
hear of the great possibilities of tlio 
Canadian, west everywhere over there, 
und farmers are selling oft their good 
farms, which bring possibily $126 an 
acre, and are coming over to Canada 
I to take up land, it is needless to say 
that, under such circumstances, they 
bring with them thousands of dollars 
In currency, and make the best of 
settlers. 

"They are usually farmers who have 
'made good' in the states, and who 
have three or lour boys whom they are 
anxious to see get the same oppor- 
tunities that they had when young. 

"The western states are not by any 
means becoming depopulated by this 
Influx into Canada, lor the gap is being 
filled up from the eastern states. Then, 
too, Canada geta her share <>l the 
eastern states trek towards the west, 
for they, too, are coming over here in 
increased numbers, and the east is 
being in turn settled by immigration 
from the old lands. 

"From Washington and Oregon, it 
Is surprising," said Mr. White, "the 
number that are making their way to 
Canada. By actual figures It Is esti- 
mated that last year about 7.000 per- 
sons from the eastern states left good 
farms and came direct to Canada. 
These, people will take up homesteads 
if they can get them within reasonable 
distance of railway facilities and civil- 
ization, but if not, they are perfectly 
willing to go down In their pockets 
and pay out money for improved lands. 
Land buyers from the States are in- 
creasing every year, and they come 
over to Canada and do well In either 
Alberta or Saskatchewan." 

Mr. White, who has Just returned 
from a trip' through the west, predicts 
that next year there will be a Im- 
mense increase in acreage. It needs no 
prophet to foresee this, for the splendid 
open fall Is according a good opportun- 
ity for turning over much new land in 
addition to that already broken. Steam 
plows are plentiful, and there are hun- 
dreds of acres of new land going under 
cultivation. On the wheat stubble the 
plows are following the binders almost 
simultaneously. 

"There is a crying need for more 
help in the western provinces," said 
Mr. White. "There are still immense 
areas of grain yet in stook, and even 
yet a great deal of damage could be 
done to the grain should wet weather 
set in. Tills line dry weather we have 
had is a godsend to the western Can- 
adian farmer. 

"I would not say that the qrop of 
V.iO'J is a bumper one, but at the same 
time I cannot help but be enthusiastic 
over the prospects. The acreage is 
becoming simply marvellous, and the 
average yield is everywhere much bet- 
ter than for several years previous- 
It is a delight to look over the large 
areas and see the crops being gathered 
In. Even a government official," Mr. 
White laconically remarked, "can be 
excused for becoming enthusiastic over 
the west these days." 

Just soutli of Regina Mr. White 
visited a Hungarian settlement where 
these settlers are doing well and mak- 
ing the very best of Canadians.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.— Resting 
upon their laurels of yesterday, Wilbur 
Wright and fllenn Curtiss did not 
venture any flights today in the face 
of the strong wind which blew con- 
tinuously over New York harbor. Mad 
there been no wind Ijoth aviators 
would have attempted to fly up the 
Hudson river and around the fleet of 
warships, according to the plans an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Early tins morning Curtiss looked out 
of his room window upon a calm, clear 
sky and forthwith announced his In- 
tention of attempting a lliglit. but by 
the time he had finished breakfast the 
wind had freshened and instead of 
going In Governors Island, he went to 
the balloon park on Riverside park and 
discussed with Ca.pt. Baldwin the ac- 
cident which the latter'a dirigible met 
wiili yesterday in the New York to 
Albany race. Mr. Wright went over to 
his shed on Governor's Island and tin- 
kered for a long time with his aero- 
plane. 

Shrlver, Curtiss' mechanic, also thor- 
oughly overhauled the hitter's ma- 
chine. The aviators bestow great at- 
tention on their aeroplanes. Not one 
Insignificant screw Is overlooked. 

Mr. Wright permits few persons not 
known in him personally to enter his 
shed. Mr. Curtiss is also observing 
more stringent rules witli regard to 
visitors than he has ibeen accustomed 
to. The aviators want to make their 
exhibition Might at the first opportun- 
ity, and do not care to run the risk 
of having something broken which 
would make them unable to seize the 
llrst chance to Hy up the Hudson. 

The application of the Wright 
brothers for a temporary restraining 
order to prevent Curtiss from making 
exhibition flights filed today In Buf- 
falo was sought by the Wrights, ac- 
cording to a. statement by Wilbur 
Wright today, for the purpose of' has- 
tening court action In their case 
against Curtiss. "I think this suit 
against Curtiss will be regarded as a 
test case," ho said, "wo want to get a 
decision In the matter as soon as pos- 
sible before too much damage has been 
done." 

There was no evidence from the 
documents of either 'Curtiss or Wright 
that the action Involved any personal 
feelings. Mr, Wright said that it 
Would be of equal value to all interest- 
ed to liavo the matter settled soon as 
possible. 'g

But Does Not Favor Self-Gov- 
ernment for Alaska at 
Present 



SEATTLE, Sept. 30.— Speaking be- 
fore the largest audience he has faced 
since his trip began, a crowd that over- 
flowed the National amphitheatre of 
the A.-Y.-P. Exposition, with its seat- 
ing capacity of nearly i;0,000, President 
Taft today announced that he would 
urge in his coming message to Con- 
gress the enactment of a ship sub- 
sidy law. The country, he said, was 
ready to make such an experiment, 
and something must be done to build 
up an American merchant marine. His 
utterances were received with great 
applause. 

When the President turned to 
Alaska and declared he was opposed 
to granting a territorial form of gov- 
ernment to that faroff possession, the 
statement was received with silence. 
As he proceeded, however, and de- 
clared Ills policy for the up-building 
of Alaska, of recommending govern- 
ment aid in the construction of rail- 
roads, of a local government by com- 
mission of five or more members 
appointed by the president and co- 
operating with the governor, and when 
he told of the- great possibilities that 
lie in Alaska he plainly caught the 
favor of his hearers' and was loudly 
cheered. ' 1 '• 

Later in the da\-. when he was ad- 
mitted to membership in the Arctic 
Brotherhood, an international organ- 
ization made up of Canadians and 
Americans interested In the develop- 
ment of Alaska, the President an- 
nounced that he intended to visit 
Alaska next summer in order that he 
might see for himself what might best 
be done for the welfare of the people 
there. 

Mr. Taft frankly told the members 
of iha biotlu rhood that he did not be- 
lieve Alaska at tins, time is ready for 
entire sell-government. I am as 
much in favi i of popular government 
as anybody," declared the President, 
"but 1 arn In lavor of popular gov- 
ernment only when the conditions exist 
under which ;npiilar government may 
be a success and work for the benefit 
of the people anil the government at 
large. When there are limitations 
growing out of various circumstances 
we must take other means until popu- 
lar government becomes possible, and 
then, of course, r. .s the best govern- 
ment in the woi Id. ' 

In discussing ship subsidies, Presi- 
dent Taft declared that if war should 
come at this tin, the United States 
Would not have enough vessels to 
carry coal to its fleets, and It would be 
doubtful, under the neutrality laws, lie 
added, if the United States would be 
able to buy foreign vessels in the 
emergency. 

The President had an interesting and 
busy day, which ended tonight with a 
banquet in the Washington building 
on the exposition grounds. 

"As 1 look about me at this wonder- 
ful exhibition of the progress of the 
Northwest, of Alaska, and the Pacific 
Coast," hi- said, "I feel a great pride 
in having urged upon the proper con- 
gressional committee with all the em- 
phasis of which I was capable the Im- 
portance and utility of the enterprise." 

Turning to Alaska, the President 
said in pari: -One of Mr. Seward's 
substantial claims to the gratitude of 
his countrymen and to a place among 
the statesmen of his country was the 
broad view which he took of' tin- value 
of Alaska and his wisdom in effecting 
its purchase. It would seem that the 
wealth of Alaska In minerals, in ii ;J |i, 
in furs, and even in agriculture, was' 
still but Inadequately known, and it.s 
value from a mere money standpoint 
to the nation, as shown by the wealth 
which lias been extracted from it, ex- 
ceeds by many fold the cost of it i„ 
the government of the United States. 
A review of tile history of the territory 
will show that congress has been vefy 
slow to extend to It a popular form of 
government."

"There is plenty of work for mechan- 
ics, house painters, and decorators," 
says Mr, Bowness. "The steady tiuild- 
iug increase which has been going on 
ever since the sale or the. townsite 
lots will continue throughout the win- 
ter, and we are looking forward to a 
time of prolonged prosperity. All the 
structures being erected up to the pres- 
ent ure built of wood, but some of 
them are large. 

"There is no shortage of labor on 
construction work on the first hundred 
miles of the G.T.P., but there is no 
indication that operations will be com- 
menced 011 the second hundred miles 
before next spring. By that time the 
grading of the portion now in hand 
will be complete and Messrs. Foley, 
Welch and Stewart will be able to 
utilize a lot of the labor at present 
employed, on , the second hundred 
miles. 

"The reason why construction can- 
not start on the second hundred miles 
this winter is because supulies can- 
not be brought in In sufficiently large 
quantities. There is no trail leading 
to the route of the railroad, and navi- 
gation will come to an end within the 
next few weeks. The contractors in- 
tend to build a large storehouse in the 
Bulkeley Valley, but this work has not 
yet been commenced. 

"We have a board of trade now 
which looks after the Interests of the 
city. It is a very active body and Is 
doing good work, in the near future, 
owing to the grant by the provincial 
government, we hope to considerably 
improve our tire lighting apparatus by 
the purchase of a chemical engine. We 
understand also that the government 
is going to assist In the lighting of 
the . streets, subsequently turning over 
the plant to the municipality. 

"The residents generally are very 
contented and during the winter we 
anticipate no hardships, as up lo the 
present there is work for all, and the 
city is going ahead in a very healthy 
manner.".

STEAMSHIP WAR . 

ON SOUTHERN COAST 



Pacific Coast Steamship Company and 
Rival Lines Still Slashing the 
Rates. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. no. — The 
steamship rate war between hero and 
Los Angeles is still raging, and was 
given new life yesterday when the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company de- 
cided to take a hand in the slashing 
by meeting the St. Croix rates and 
going them a shade better. 

The St. Croix, which was brought 
down here from Seattle to enter this 
trade, started the battle by chopping 
the existing rates practically In half. 
The Independent Steamship Company, 
which operates the little steamer Han- 
alei, rushed into the battle with 
rates Just $1 lower than those adver- 
tised by the St. Croix. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany met the opposition by putting 
on an extra steamer and rearranging 
the schedule of the Santa Rosa so as 
to leave the latter steamer free to op- 
erate in the field of battle. The Paci- 
fic Coast people. however, decided 
yesterday to use the enemy's wea- 
pons, and until further notice the 
fare to Rednndo or San Pedro by the 
Santa Rosa or City of Topeka will be 
from $ti to $5 first class, according to 
the location of the stateroom, and $-1 
second class. No change will be made 
in the rates on the Governor and Pre- 
sident, which are on the through run 
between Seattle and San Diego, and 
only traverse the rate battlefield inci- 
dentally. 

The St. Croix sailed yesterday for 
San Pedro with a large number of 
passengers, and the Governor sailed 
for the south just as crowded, al- 
though on the Governor there has 
been no change of rates.

ARTESIAN WATER.

THE TARIFF 

Signs multiply that we have heard 
the last of the tariff as an issue in 
Canadian politics. Both parties stand 
as nearly as possible upon the same 
ground, the only difference between 
them being as to the incidence of 
tariff taxaton in certain specific In- 
stances. Doubtless we have yet many 
theoretical free traders In the country, 
but no one seriously proposes that 
such a policy shall be adopted under 
existing conditions. At the same time, 
as the Toronto News says in the sub- 
joined paragraph, there is consider- 
able low-tariff sentiment in many parts 
of the country, and, this being the 
case, it seems no matter what party 
may be in power, effect must, be given 
to tliis. Under these circumstances 
it seems folly for certain Conserva- 
tives t.o lay any stress upon the cus- 
toms schedule as a prospective issue. 
The News suggests that the Conserva- 
tives ought to take the tariff out of 
politics. We are inclined to think 
they did so to all Intents and pur- 
poses in the general election of last 
year. The Liberals have abandoned 
wholly their old position on this ques- 
tion, and any possible issues that could 
be raised would be over technical 
points, that the average voter would 
fail to appreciate. Any way, once the 
principle upon which the tariff is to 
be framed is conceded, the rest is a 
matter for experts to decide. We quote 
what the News says, for it is always 
well to give readers an opportunity to 
know what others are saying. In this 
way only can they be kept advised 
of the trend of public sentiment. The 
News was started as an independent 
paper, but it has come to be recognized 
as voicing the views of the progressive 
Conservatives of Ontario. Our con- 
temporary says: 

"It is manifest that in Canada we 
can have only a moderate tariff. Gen- 
erally the West is opposed to extreme 
protection, and there is still a certain 
low-tariff sentiment in the rural con- 
stituencies of Ontario and in the 
eastern provinces. These facts Con- 
servatives understand, and they know 
that if their leaders should secure 
office at the next election there would 
At be no general increase of duties. There

Northwestern, which Is second to it 
here, can show but 1,635' miles, and the 
Mildand, thanks, no doubt, to the hilly 
routes which render travel by It SO 
often a delight to the traveller's eye- 
comes third only with 816. The Great 
Western also lias the longest non-stop 
run, Paddlngton to Plymouth, which Is 
225% miles, and is covered at u speed 
of 51.6 miles an hour. Tho London and 
Northwestern comes second here; on 
their express from Loudon io Rhyl 
they have Instituted a non-Stop run of 
200U miles, performed at a speed of 
52.0 miles an hour 



A London despatch of the 25th in- 
stant says that the chief Liberal whip 
says he has made no arrangements for 
a general election, and that he does 
not expect one for the next two years.

Why shouldn't Charlie Beres- 
ford speak familiarly of Charlie Mur- 
phy" Possibly the gallant admiral did 
not expect his question to .appear in 
print. 

A London despatch gives the follow- 
ing Interesting speculation on the po- 
litical situation In Britain: "Extremists 
of all parties hope the lords will sum- 
marily reject the bill, but the bulk 
of moderate opinion does not desire 
such drastic action. One course the 
upper house might lake is to lay the 
hill, on the table, and instead of return- 
ing It lo the House of Commons, send 
the latter body a reasonable resolution 
declaring that the proposals concern- 
ing the Budget in the bill are so re-' 
volulionary in principle and intention 
that the peers will withhold their as- 
sent to it until the will of the country 
shall be ascertained. It is believed in 
some Informed quarters that this 
course wdll be chosen in preference to 
other possible methods, Insuring a ver- 
dict from the constituencies, it Is In- 
conceivable that the government would 
attempt to evade on some technical 
excuse the issue raised In such a man- 
ner. Premier Asqulth's recently de- 
clared eagerness to accept the Lords' 
challenge was followed last night by a 
statement by Mr. Gladstone, Homo 
Secretary, In a speech at Cinderford, 
to the effect thill if the Lords refuse lo 
pass the. Budget the opposition's pro- 
fessed longing to get the country's de- 
cision would bo gratified, . The gov- 
ernment, he declared, would appeal Im- 
mediately to the electorate, not only 
for tho Budget In Its entirety, but for 
free trade and also for it clmnge in tho 
constitution of the upper house."

HUNTER SHOT; AT 



William G. Frye Victim of Rifle 
Discharged by Reginald 
Hedley 



Shot by Reginald ' Hedley, of 2206 
Sayward avenue, William G. Frye, of 
735 Queens avenue, a plumber em- 
ployed by A. Sheret, and a prominent 
J.B.A.A, oarsman, lies at the point of 
death at St. Joseph's hospital, and 
Hedley, a carpenter, about 22 years of 
age, Is detnined at the city lock-up 
at the instance of the provincial police 
department pending an Investigation. 

The victim of Hedloy's rifle formed 
one of a party of five young men who 
went on a shooting expedition from 
Victoria on Wednesday. The party 
composed of Frye, Ollle Speed of Speed 
Bros.; J. Peters, A. McGregor, and 
William Bruce, pitched a camp in the 
woods near Seventeen Mile Post and 
slept under canvas on Wednesday 
night. Hedley camped a short dis- 
tance away with another party of 
sportsmen awaiting the opening of the 
shooting season today, and, accord- 
ing to the stories told, they were In 
the woods hunting squirrels in order to 
practise for the opening of the shoot- 
ing season. 

Hedley carried a 3S.-10 rlflo and other 
members of the party had rifles. Fryo 
had a 32 Winchester, and a new shot 
gun bought a few days ago. 

Story of Shooting 

Frye's story of the shooting, told 
last night as he lay suffering great 
agony at St. Joseph's hospital was 
that Hedley, who was camped with an- 
other party close to where he and his 
friends were had shot htm. He had 
been walking in a bottom land, with 
clumps of bushes scattered here and 
there, a short distance away from 
where the camp was pitched, and was 
returning to the camp, about three 
o'clock In the afternoon, when he saw 
Hedley about sixty yards away. The 
other members of his party were at 
the camp. Hedley was alone, with a 
rifle on his shoulder. Hedley seemed 
to be going back to his camp. A few 
minutes after he saw Hedley, he turn- 
ed around, his attention having been 
attracted by somo movement In the 
bushes, and as he Btood with his back 
to Hedley he heard the report of a 
,ri1!le. Then the bullet entered his 
back, and he fell, bleeding. 

As he lay on the ground Hedley ran 
up and as he knelt over him said: 

"Oh, my God, what have I done?" 

The other sportsmen from the camp 
were attracted by Frye's scream of 
agony, uttered when the bullet enter- 
ed his Bhoulder, and they ran quickly 
to where Frye lay on the ground with 
Hedley bending over him. Blood oozed 
freely from back and front reddening 
his coat. 

Branches were broken down an,d an 
Improvised litter quickly put together, 
on which the party/laid the Wounded 
man and started out toward the rail- 
road with him. 

Hedloy's Explanation 

Hedley explained that Frye had been 
about thirty yards away when he was 
shot. He said: 

"I was shooting at a squirrel on a 
tree close to me. The bullet must 
have glanced from the branch of tho 
tree and hit Frye. I can't see how else 
he could have been shot. I didn't see 
him when I fired. He was hidden 
from me by the bushes." 

The bullet entered below the shoulder' 
■blade, penetrating the body and pass- 
ed out two and a half inches 'below the 
collar bone. ' The orifices of entrance 
and exit were both torn, tho holes 'be- 
ing ragged and about an Inch across. 
Blood oozed from them and the un- 
fortunate man lost a great deal of 
blood. The flow could not be stopped. 

The wunded man was placed on the 
Improvised stretcher and the party 
boro him out to the railroad In time 
to hear the sound of an approaching 
train. It .was the Xanaimo-bound 
passenger train. One of the party 
rushed to the side of tho track and 
waved his coat In an effort to flag 
the train, but the engineer paid no at- 
tention to the signal. The stretcher 
was taken up again and slowly, in 
order not to jostle the wounded man 
more than necessary, the sad procea. 
slon walked to Seventeen Mile Post. 

The wounded Frye was made as 
comfortable as possible here and the 
party waited for the train. A freight 
came in before the arrival of the pas- 
senger train and an effort was niade 
to got the crow of the freight to carry 
the wounded man to the city. They 
refused, pointing out that the passen- 
ger train would reach the city first, 
which It did. Before the arrival of 
the passenger train the railroad opera- 
tor had sent a telegram asking that 
the ambulance meet the train, and on 
arrival at Victoria, sooh after 7 o'clock, 
the ambulance of the Victoria Transfer 
company was waiting. 

Injuries Said to be Fatal. 

Frye was hurried to 'St. Joseph's hos- 
pital. Dr. Frank Hall was there. He 
had just completed an operation upon 
Mrs. Hazenfratz of Victoria West, who 
had 'been brought to the hospital yes- 
terday afternoon suffering from severe 
Illness and when Frye was brought In 
he went to the wounded young man 
at once. Examination showed that the 
soft-nosed 38-40 bullet had torn a hole 
through the young man's 'body, prob- 
ably penetrating the lung. Owing to 
the grent loss of blood he was almost, 
pulseless, and was In groat agony. Dr. 
Hall at onco transfused him and ad- 
ministered strychnine. It is doubtful, 
though, Whether Frye will survive his 
injuries. It was thought at tho hos- 
pital last night that they would prove 
fatal. 

Hedley accompanied his victim to 
the hospital and shortly afterward was 
apprehended by Sergeant Murray of 
the provincial police who had him held 
at the city lockup pending an investi- 
gation Into the circumstances of the 
shooting. He <w&a taken to the pollen 
station at ft. 15. p. m. iSergeant 'Murray 
then went to St. Joseph's' hospital and 
secured a statement from F>ve. 

Both Fryo and Hedley ' are well 
known to the sportsmen of the city. 
Hedley, who is a carpenter by trade, 
is tho son of tho late Alexander Hed- 
ley. He Is a young man of about 22 
.years of age. Fryo is tho son of Mrs, 
Fryo of Queens avenue, and Is promi- 
nent in rowing and general snorting 
circles. Ho Is employed as a plumber 
'by A. Slierot of Fort .street, and Is a 
member of tiie J, B. A. A., having 
pulled an oar In the association's four 
for some seasons.

INPROGREuS 

Establishment of Steel Works 
Dependant on Civic Land 
Grant, 



The question of the establishment of 
a steel plant, with its various sub- 
sidiary enterprises, in or near Victoria, 
was advanced another stage yesterday 
when a sub-committee of the city 
council met GibBon Arnoldl, repre- 
sentative of tho Irondale Steel Com- 
pany, and discussed the project In 
several of Us bearings. Present at 
the conference was also Herbert Law, 
a San Francisco financier, who Is a 
large shareholder In tho Irondale 
Company, which Is presided over by 
James A. Moore, tho Seattle million- 
aire. 

The company before giving any 
guarantee to engage in the enterprise 
wants the city to donate 300 acres of 
land with wharfage accommodation 
suitable for handling vessels with a 
draught of not less than 25 feet. The 
city Is also asked to grant exemption 
from taxation, to the property ac- 
quired by the company, for all time. 

For tho establishment of tho works 
the company requires 1,500 acres of 
land, and will give a guarantee to em- 
ploy 500 men. A couple of sites ad^ 
Jacrnt to the city are being considered, 
one at Esquimalt and the other in the 
Cadboro Bay district. 

According to a statement made by 
Mr. Law, who attended the confer- 
ence yesterday, a number of the alder- 
men are anxious to facilitate the plans 
of the company as far as possible. A 
difficulty, howaver, has arisen owing 
to the large area of land which Is re- 
quired, and the difficulty of acquiring 
the portion which it Is proposed that 
the city should donate, at a reasonable 
figure. 

In the event of the plant being 
started on Vancouver Island the new 
concern and the Irondale Company will 
be merged Into a corporation which 
will be known as the Western Steel 
Corporation, with a capital of S20,- 
oon.onn. 



FACES CHARGE 



Empress Boiler Fatality Leads 
to Arrest of Joseph B, 
Penty 



Charged with the manslaughter of 
Alexander Forfar, a boilcrmnker, who 
met his death through scalding at the 
Empress hotel on September 0th, 
Joseph B. Penty, chief engineer at 
the Empress was arrested yesterday 
and on being taken before Magistrate 
Jay was formally remanded until 
Saturday next. Penty was released on 
bail of $3,000; $1,000 being found by 
himself and the balance In two sure- 
ties of $1,000 each, being supplied by 
R. T. Elliott, K.C., and B. M. Hum- 
ble. , , 

Tho verdict in the coroner" Inquest 
into Forfar's deatli sliowed that neg- 
ligence had led to the fatality, and 
consequent on this finding a warrant 
was issued by the Attorney-General's 
department for the arrest of Penty. 

According to evidence given at the 
Inquest, deceased wus engaged in re- 
pairing one of the three boilers, and 
was working In the interior when steam 
was turned on. His shrieks of agony 
apprised an attendant that a mistake 
had been made, and the steam was 
shut off, but not before he had sustain- 
ed injuries to which he succumbed 
live days afterwards. 

In giving his evidence at the Inquest, 
Penty, the man who Is now charged 
with manslaughter, stated that he had 
no Idea how the valve through which 
the steam escaped and caused the in- 
juries to the deceased, came to lie 
slightly open. Ho had questioned the 
engine crew but without result. 

The charge against Penty Is one of 
manslaughter, owing to his alleged 
contributory negligence in not seeing 
that the valves were properly closed.

Sundny School 



It Is said that four widows in tho 
United States, Mrs. Russell Sage, Mrs. 
Frederick Penlleld, Mrs. Hetty Green, 
and Mrs. Harrirhun, own thu almost 
unimaginable sum of $300,000,000. 

Mrs. Russell Sage has shown that 
she considers that her great wealth Is 
held 'In trust for' the benefit of her 
poorer neighbors. She lias devoted a 
part of it to building homes in which 
poor working people can live in com- 
fort at the smallest possible expense. 

Mrs. Hetty Green has proved herself 
an excellent business woman. Her 
millions are carefully Invested, but she 
has- not shown uny disposition to give 
away- in charity any great portion of 
her wealth. Of Mrs. Peniickl, the 
Canadian world, at least, knows but 
little, and Mrs. Harrlman has not yet 
had time to realize the responsibilities 
which her husband has laid upon her. 

But there are many women, and per- 
haps more men, who imagine that If 
such enormous sums were entrusted to 
their keeping, the world would speedily 
the gainer. It would be possible, 
they think, by their help to remove 
much of the burden of poverty and ig- 
norance and sickness, and even vice 
that now weighs upon the people of 
large cities. Among those who indulge 
in such dreams is the editor of the 
Portland Telegram, who says: 

"Suppose, for example, that a large 
general fund which these women could 
create, If they should choose were to 
be devoted to activities similar to those 
with which the Sage foundation is en- 
gaged, what a wonderful return the 
world would get for what it bad to sur- 
render during tho progress of accumu- 
atlon! Suppose such fund were made 
to serve as the foundation for new 
and better conditions in the lives of 
common toilers—men and women, boys 
and girls! Suppose It were expended 
to awaken the public conscience and 
enlist the enlightened effort of other 
wealth to the moulding of a new citi- 
zenship — not by charily, but by Ihe 
enlargement of opportunity and educa- 
tion that woidd make opportunity ap- 
preciated and utilized! 

"To indulge in suppositions of this 
character and to attempt to follow 
where they would lead is dreaming— 
mere dreaming. But Mrs. Sage has 
vigorously taken the initiative in this 
uplift use of wealth, and we may at 
least express the hope that her ex- 
ample is not without value and will 
not pass without emulation." 

And yet, If each of us who have but 
little money were to do what we could 
to make the lives of those around us 
happier, is it not possible that in the 
aggregate more good would be done 
than could be accomplished by the ex- 
penditure of even the largest sums of 
money. For, say what we will, there 
are precious things which money can- 
not buy. It can feed the hungry and 
clothe the naked, but it cannot give 
the necessary spirit to those who need 
to help themselves. 

May it not be that the world has lost 
as well as gained when much of the 
personal service, which in the old days 
was done for love, is now paid for with 
money ? 

However that may be, we know that 
wherever men and women, yes, and 
little children, have been raised to a 
higher and better life, it has been be- 
cause good men or women have reach- 
ed out to thorn hands strong with 
human sympathy. The best gifts come 
from lienrts that have been kept tender 
and pure. Those the poor as well as 
the rich may have.

In the supplement to tho report of 
the Royal Commission on the Poor 
Laws of England, it is stated that the 
greater number of those who are In 
constant need of relief are men with- 
out any training or capacity for con- 
tinuous labor. There Is in this con- 
clusion -a warning for parents in till 
cities. In the country boys arcs taught 
to work. There is no room on the farm 
for a loafer. The boy who hates 
manual labor must leave home. 

It is otherwise in the city. There 
are there for young boys many oc- 
cupations where the labor is not con- 
tinuous. Such work is often well paid 
considering the age of the child, and 
parents, especially those in poor cir- 
cumstances are tempted to take their 
children from school In order to let 
them earn money to assist In the sup- 
port of the family. The consequence 
is that when the lad grows too old to 
serve in such a position he has ac- 
quired nothing that will fit him for a 
life of future usefulness. The larger 
the city, as a rule, the more boys arc 
I needed for such positions, but few 
I towns are so small but that there Is a 
) demand for a number of them. The 
| remedy that has been proposed is to 
j allow the boys, and girls too, to learn 
while at school to acquire some trade 
| or handicraft that will enable them 
to earn their living, should it be neces- 
sary to do so. In some of tho Ger- 
man cities great pains are expended 
in teaching the children trades. 

In our own schools a beginning has 
been m 'tie in the manual training, the 
domestic science, and tho sewing 
classes. The little girl who has 
learned to cook a meal quickly and 
well, and who knows how to make and 
mend a garment need never in the 
present state of society want for em- 
ployment. It is to be hoped that the 
present admirable system of sewing 
will be continued through the upper 
classes so that the girls will learn to 
design and fit as well as to sew. It 
may be objected that so much work 
Is now done by machinery that there 
Is less need than formerly of hand- 
work. While tills may be true, yet 
the training of hand and eye and the 
sense of power in being able to make 
clothing for herself or her children 
is worth a great deal to a woman. 

Whether or not the manual training 
can be extended so that boys can bo 
taught some skilled handicraft Is a 
more difficult problem. In our own 
city the difficulty seems not so much 
to be the chance for a boy to learn 
a trade as to obtain employment when 
he has acquired it. The lad who has 
learned at school something of me- 
chanical drawing and has learned how 
to use simple tools should be able more 
readily to learn a trade than one who 
has had no such training of hand .and 
eye. The tendency of modern educa- 
tion is in the direction of fitting the

pupil for the work he will carry on 
in the world outside the schoolroom. 



At the meeting of tho International 
Congress of Women, M. McKenzle, 
superintendent of the Victorian Order 
of Nurses, read an admirable paper 
on the work and alms of that order 
which Is reproduced in Iho "Canadian 
Nurse" for September. The order was 
founded in 1!)07 by Lady Aberdeen to 
commemorate the diamond Jubilee of 
Queen Victoria. The objects of the 
order were "to supply nurses, thor- 
oughly trained In hospital and dis- 
trict nursing and subject t" central 
authority, for the nursing of the sick — 
who are otherwise unable to obtain 
trained nursing in their own homes — 
both in town and country districts; 
secondly, to bring local associations 
for supplying district nurses Into as- 
sociation by affiliation with the order, 
which bears her Majesty's name, and 
to afford pecuniary and other assist- 
ance to such local associations; thirdly, 
to maintain, as a first necessity, a high 
standard of efficiency for district 
nursing; ami fourthly to assist In pro- 
viding small cottage hospitals or 
homes. 

The whole organization is under tho 
control of a Board of Governors, con- 
sisting of live appointees of the 
Governor-General, who is the patron 
of the order; of representatives from 
each local association, and from the 
medical associations, both provincial 
and Dominion. 

It is twelve years since the order 
was founded. The design of Lady 
Aberdeen to send nurses Into the more 
lonely parts of the country has been 
in part fulfilled and Victorian nurses 
are to be found in every province of 
Canada except Prince Edward Island. 
Why the little province is excepted the 
writer of the paper does not say. It 
is perhaps because no place is far dis- 
tant from the general hospital and that 
there are scarcely any Isolated homes 
where the kind offices of neighbors 
cannot be easily procured. 

In the year 11)00 Lady Minto procur- 
ed a fund known as the "Lady Minto 
Hospital Fund," to build cottage hos- 
pitals where they are most needed. 
These hospitals have, for the most part, 
been built in the west and the north. 
The' .dlstrlot . nursing' Tias been' ' c'on- 
liuod to the . more fletUedvparts of the 
east. While much good has been done 
In this way, the settlers in the new 
districts of the middle west, of our 
own province, and of the north, have 
felt the want of trained nurses or 
indeed of any nurses. Lady Grey, as 
well as the Board or Governors, have 
felt this want and It is proposed, un- 
der what is called "Lady Grey's 
Nursing Scheme," to send nurses into 
the loneliest districts of the country. 
Of this plan the writer says: 

"The Held is* a large one, the work 
is extensive and will need much 
thought and care, but we hope that in 
time trained nurses will be supplied 
for all, that little nursing centres will 
be dotted all over the prairies, tho 
foothills and the mountains, and that 
these nurses will be nurses of this 
new era, strong In heart and mind and 
body, patient, bright and sympathetic, 
who will carry healing to the depress- 
ed, the weary and the sad, and who 
will know that the have rbaped the 
greatest reward when the women and 
children of the plains will rise up and 
call them blessed, for are they not 
better, stronger and happier because 
these Victorian nurses have tarried 
awhile with them?" 



Of the work the Victorian Order is 
adreadV doing In our own province, 
the following account Is given: 

"And now 1 should like to give, In 
a very few words, some points about 
the work in the remoter parts of the 
Dominion. You will, have an oppor- 
tunity of hearing from representa- 
tives of the various city districts, so 
I shall not take up your time to con- 
sider them. Away up on the beauti- 
ful shores of Vancouver Island, 130 
miles north of the city of Vancouver, 
is found one of our busiest and most 
needed hospitals, This is Queen's 
hospital. Rock Bay. The building is 
owned by the British Columbia Mills 
and Lumber Company, the hospital is 
linanced an dmanaged by the Colum- 
bia Coast Mission, and the nursing Is 
looked after by the Victorian Order. 
The staff consists of one doctor and 
two nurses, ami the patients are 
brought from the logging camps lor 
miles around, by the hospital mission 
boat. Tlio hospital can accommodate 
twenty-two patients, anil is one of a. 
chain of hospitals doing excellent work 
among the loggers, under the Colum- 
bia Coast Mission. 

"In Vancouver we have a district 
with two nurses, one of whom attends 
also the City Hall cases and dispenses 
relief. This branch has Its own nur- 
ses' home, and should be one of the 
best branches In the Order. The city 
Is growing very rapidly, and tho work 
of the, Order is bound to grow with It. 
Then, too, the suburbs will have to be 
looked after, and we hope that some 
day the. work there will Justify us In 
establishing a training home in Van- 
couver to supply candidates, from 
whom we may (111 our vacancies in 
the West. The possibilities of this 
Pacific city are great, and we hopo 
the Vancouver branch will rise to 
them and make of the Order there 
what it should he. 

"Coming east, we reach Revelstoke, 
shut in by the glorious mountains, 
and hero we have one of our most 
satisfactory hospitals. It has a good 
board, actuated by high Ideals, and 
the results have been an excellent, 
service for a very large area. This 
hospital accommodates twenty-live 
patients, and the nursing Is done en- 
tirely by graduates, the board having 
very wisely refrained from attempting 
to train nursos. Under the snme so- 
ciety Is managed the little emergency 
hospital at Arrowhead. 

"Another little hospital of llftcen beds 



is doing good work in Kaslo. In the 
beautiful Kootenay country, And in 
Ferule wo have a district. A Victor- 
ian Order nu-se had been doing splen- 
did work In Fernlo under the Ladles' 
Benevolent Society for some six 
months when the disastrous lire or 
last August broke out, ' After that 
trying time, the Central Board came 
forward and offered to -support a nurse 
there for six months. So the same 
nurse, Miss-. Andrews, with her little 
black bag, one of the few things saved 
from the fire, started out on October 
1st to make her rounds In that city 
of tents and shacks, and many words 
of praise have come to' us for the help 
and comfort she was to many a suf- 
ferer, during that most distressing 
time. At the end of the six months, 
tho Ministerial Association of Fernle 
offered to pay two-thirds of the ex- 
pense of a nurse, the Ladles' Benevo- 
lent Society willingly paying the re- 
maining one-third." 

The Saanlch Anti-tuberculosis So- 
ciety deserve the help of all who sym- 
pathize with the work in which they 
are engaged. Tho trains going to the 
Saanlch Fair today and tomorrow 
should be crowded with passengers. 
Mrs. Goepel and her fellow-workers, 
can be trusted to supply the tables 
with substantial and dainty fare.

Seeing 
my eyes open, she quickly took a piece 
of Ice from a nearby plate and put it 
between my lips. I asked what had 
happened.

I should prefer to fight in 
America rather than in Australia, and 
have reason to believe that the gov- 
ernors of several states will be willing 
to allow a fight to take place." 

Continuing?, the big heavyweight 
said he would get himself in splendid 
physical condition. "I am quicker than 
I ever was, and am confident, I can 
lick Johnson," lie added. 

To friends witli whom he discussed 
the fight, Jeffries repeatedly said that 
the only thing he feared was a man 
with a powerful left.

Recalls Efforts to Promote Fast 
Line of Steamers in "Fog

MONTREAL. Sept. 30.— Lord North- 
cliffe leaves tonight for Newfound- 
land to attend the opening ceremony of 
the great paper mills lie has establish- 
ed there at a cost of seven anil a half 
million dollars. The industry will give 
employment to 15,000 people. 

He announced his intention to estab- 
lish a direct service of steamships for 
freight and passengers between Eng- 
land and Newfoundland. 

Regarding the Newfoundland Trans- 
atlantic route, United States Consul 
Benedict of St. John's, says: 

The "fog free zone line," as it is 
called and to which reference lias been 
made in both the American and Eng- 
lish newspapers, has progressed some- 
what during the past year. The orig- 
inator and chief promoter of the pro- 
ject was here last fall and again this 
summer. A great deal of the work 
was satisfactorily carried on last fall, 
und a groat deal more is expected to 
be accomplished this season. 

The object is to provide the shortest 
possible route between Europe, the 
British Isles and the Continent of 
America, and this line will involve a 
much shorter sea passage than any ex- 
isting route. It is proposed to run a 
line of fast steamers from some port 
in England to a port on Green Bay, 
Newfoundland. From there an eighty- 
five mile railway will be built to some 
port in Bay of Islands, on the west 
coast, and from thence [fast steamers 
will eross to some point in Canada. 
This will make the journey Trom Great _ 
Britain to Canada and the United j 
States 24 or .'16 hours shorter than by 5 
any other route, and save nearly half 
the sea voyage. .

The project is based on the fart that 
there is a zone stretching eastward 
from Green Bay, In a direct line to- 
ward Great Birtaln, almost entirely fog 
free and wind free. The approach to 
Green Bay is north of the Grand 
Banks and south of the dense fog which 
envelops the Straits of Belle Isle 
during the summer months. There is 
also little fog in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, where the proposed line Is 
expected to go. 

The Newfoundland Government has 
given Its approval and support to the 
scheme, and on completion of the rail- 
way the contractors are to receive a 
maximum land grant of 1^5,000 acres 
and also a mall contract for twenty- 
five years with an annual subsidy of 
$75,000. The contract with the Gov- 
ernment provides for a weekly service. 
This line will do much for the de- 
velopment of Newfoundland, and will 
also offer great attractions to sports- 
men, as there tire many bear, caribou 
and other game In that region. 

Eventually it is expected that the 
Strait of Belle Isle will be tunneled 
and a railway built through Labrador 
to connect with the Canadian system 
of railways. The whole scheme Is in 
Its infancy as yet.

C0TTAGE_CITY SOUTH 

Tug Expected to Reach Soattle on 
Sunday With Tow — Humboldt 
May bo Fined. 

The disabled steamer Cottage City 
is being towed south by the tug Escort, 
of Vancouver, and Is expected at Se- 
attle on Sunday. Nothing will be dono 
by the Pacific Coast .Steamship com- 
pany hi regard to replacing the Cot- 
tage City until the extent of the dam- 
age to the vessel la ascertained. If 
the boat will not he delayed for more 
than one trip, no steamer will bo on 
in her place. Most of the freight ship- 
ment on the disabled vessel will be du- 
plicated on the City of Seattle, due to 
sail from Seattle for Skagway tonight. 

The Escort, which is bringing the 
Cottage City south, Is owned by Mc- 
Kenzle Bros., of Vancouver, and was 
formerly an American bottom engaged 
on the Columbia river. 

The steamship Humboldt, which tow- 
ed the Cotaage City to safety on Mon- 
day evening, and took her passengers 
northward to their destination, will 
probably be lined by the Canadian 
Customs authorities. Being in British 
waters, both the towuge and the pas- 
sengers were supposed to be taken by 
a British ship. Max Kalish, managing 
owner of the Humboldt, has notified 
the Canadian officials of his breech of 
the maritime law. 

The last time the Humboldt was 
guilty -or a similar offence was in April. 
190-4, when she picked up the steamer 



Alkl, of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company, which was on a reef near 
Seymour Narrows. The Canadian gov- 
ernment imposed a lino .of $400 on the 
Humboldt, and a similar amount wan 
assessed against the Cottage City, al- 
though the latter had only put a haw- 
ser to the Alkl and had not. towed tho 
latter at all. Owing to the circum- 
stances surrounding the violation n£ 
tho law, the Canadian government re- 
mitted one-half of the fine In each case, 
and the same, course will,. It . Is expected, 
be? followed in this case. 

Whatever the fine may be, that 
amount will be added to the Hum- 
boldt's claim against the Cottage City 
and go on the genernl average charges 
in adjusting the insurance.

makes fine run 

Sailer Completes Voyage From Yoko- 
hama to Columbia River in 
Twenty Days. 

The British ship Howard D. Troop, 
which has reached Astoria from Yoko- 
hama, where she was scuttled when on 
lire, and repaired, made the run across 
the Pacific in the fast time of twenty 
days, almost equivalent to steamer 
time. The.report from Yokohama that 
a Japanese crew had been shipped to 
replace the Europeans after the lire 
proved to be correct, but the statement 
made In Japanese newspapers that a 
Japanese master had also been engag- 
ed was incorrect. Capt. Durkee re- 
mains In command, and says that If 
the Japanese can be kept on board he 
will man the ship with them for a 
voyage to the United Kingdom. 

Capt Durkee stated that when at 
Yokohama the ship caught lire, and 
some of the white sailors were sus- 
pected of being responsible for it. 
They were tried before the British 
consul at Yokohama, but no evidence 
sufficient Lo convict them could be in- 
troduced. The sailors were then re- 
leased from custody and taken back to 
the ship. Lint on their return they re- 
fused to work, declaring that they had 
been wrongly accused. Then men in- 
sisted that they be paid off, and "ibis 
was finally done. It was then neces- 
sary to fill out the vacancies created 
with Japanese. 



COD FISHING IN 

NORTHERN WATERS 

News That Eva Marie Is Catching 
Cod Recalls Efforts to Float 
Companies. 

The news brought by the sealing 
schooner Jessie that the schooner Eva 
Marie, Capt. Victor Jacobsea, was en-

FOXLEY IN DISTRESS 

AT MONTEVIDEO 



One of the Steamers Laden With Rails 
En Route Here Damaged in 
South Atlantic. 

The steamer Foxley, one of the rail- 
laden steamers en route to British Col- 
umbia, has put into Montevideo in dis- 
tress. The Foxley was severely dam- 
aged by heavy weather encountered in 
the South Atlantic, and put Into the 
Uruguayan port for repairs. The sur- 
veyor to Lloyd's register has made a 
survey of the Steamer and tenders 
have been called for repairs. She will 
probably have to discharge.

The race is 
evidently betweeen the French bark 
Genevieve Molinos anil the German 
bark Llsbeth. The Llsbeth is loading 
at the London dock and litis already 
taken the greater part of her cargo. 
She will finish by the end of the week 
and probably leave early next week 
for the United Kingdom. 

It is reported that the British stenm- 
ers Baron Napier and Strathflllan, now 
at the Pugct Sound navy yard, have 
been chartered to carry grain to the 
United Kingdom, loading at Tacoma. It 
13 uald that the Strathflllan is taken 
by Kerr, Clifford & Co., though con- 
firmation of the nature could not be 
Hecurcd yesterday from the local of- 
fices. The Baron Napier Is said to 
have been under option to Balfour. 
Guthrie <fc Co. before her arrival on 
the Sound last week, The steamer Is 
discharging coal at the navy yard at 
Bremerton, while the Strathflllan re- 
cently finished discharging there and 
Is awaiting orders. 

Just as In the grain fleet, the stenm- 
ers are replacing sailing vessels In the 
lumber export trade from Puget Sound. 
A year or two ago sailing vessels out- 
numbered steamers many times over 
in this line, but the steamers carrying 
much larger cargoes and making 
smarter time, are now In the majority.

Elder Dempster Line Plans to Instal 
Reading Equipment for Vessel's 
Crews. 



An Innovation which will be wel- 
comed by every one interested in the 
fate and well-being of those who go 
down to the sea in ships has just been 
decided upon by Sir Alfred Jones, of 
the Eider, Dempster Shipping Line. It 
Is the intention of the company to 
place on their new West African trad- 
er, the Shonga, ' "a carefully selected 
list of standard literary works for the 
special use of the crew." 

Sir Alfred said that he thought the 
time had arrived when such a library 
would prove most acceptable to the 
men during the long voyage. Already 
a sailorman's library is an accom- 
plished fact on board the Shonga. If 
the library is, for the most part, made 
up of sevenpenny reprints, the list of 
selected books is comprehensive 
enough, and the bookworm of tin; 
fo'c'sle will find a varied bill of fare 
at his command. The crew will not 
merely be able to while away the 
leisure -which now so often hangs 
heavily on their hands, but they will 
have opportunities of mental improve- 
ment which a short time ago were not 



even dreamed of. The effect on the 
character of the men cannot fail to be 
marked, and to be wholly for good. It 
must provide a new Interest for their 
lives, give their imaginations some- 
thing to play upon, and add a fresh 
charm to the many attractive features 
which sailors already possess. It is 
natural that at first fiction will be the 
favorite reading of the men, but if 
they only become acquainted with the 
creations of. Scott, Dickens and 
Thackeray the result could not be 
otherwise than beneficial. But in (his 
respect ample variety lias been pro- 
vided, and modern authors, who might 
be expected to catch the manners of 
the "'living as they rise," have not been 
overlooked. Hall Calne, Frank Bul- 
len, and Maxwell Gray, to name only 
a few, are well represented in the 
Shonga library. But a taste for sensa- 
tional works is not to be despised, and 
better things will spring from it. In 
fhls respect the potentialities of the 
scheme are limitless. The curiosity of 
the sailors is well known, ani it is 
fairly certain that once the passion for 
reading lias been aroused many men 
will desire to become acquainted with 
something more intellectually bracing 
than fiction. 



CREOSOTE TANKER 

AT BOAT HARBOR 



New Steamer H. C. Henry Built for 
Seattle Company in England 
Loads Bunker Coal. 

The British tank steamer II. C. 
Henry, built for the Pacific Creosote 
company of Seattle, in England to 
Hiring creosote in bulk from Germany, 
arrived at Boat Harbor yesterday to 
load 1.S00 tons of bunker coal for the 
voyage back to Europe. Efforts are 
being made to secure a cargo for the 
tanker, and a report was current that 
she had 'been fixed to load for the voy- 
age, but this cannot be confirmed. 

■Some time ago the owners of the big 
tank steamer were in communication 
with the Standard Oil Company with 
a view to securing oil cargo from Cali- 
fornia to ports in Chile and Peru where 
there is a growing market for oil, con- 
tributed to largely by the development 
of the mining interests. This field 
has not been exploited^ as largely by 
the Standard company as by the Union 
Oil company heretofore, the Standard 
doing its largest export "business to the 
Orient. 

At the Isthmus the Union Oil com- 
pany has built a pipe line which paral- 
lels the Panama canal and to provide 
oil for tile territory which this ptpe 
line supplies the Union Oil company 
has recently secured the British tank 
steamers Oberon and Trineulo. the for- 
mer built in 1007 arid the latter In 
190S. The Oberon sailed from the Tyne 
for San Francisco on September 14 
and the Trineulo arived on the Tyne 



August 31, preparatory to sailing for 
San Francisco. 

With these two steamers the Union 
Oil company will give a continuous 
service to the Isthmus as well as to the 
West Coast ports and it was to anti- 
cipate the service that these two ves- 
sels will inaugurate that cargo for the 
Henry was sought, the vessel carrying 
oil to the South American ports and 
proceeding in water ballast to her des- 
tination to load creosote again for 
Puget sound. 

The ' owners of the Henry believed 
that the vessel would be available for 
the wheat trade between Puget sound 
and Europe, but with the large num- 
bre of other steamers available this 
season and the reluctance of wheat 
shippers to take a chance on loading 
grain into creosote tanks no matter 
how well the holds had been steamed 
out seems to have precluded the ves- 
sel securing a charter in that trade. 



Almost a Disaster 

HOQUIAM, Sept. 30.— The steamer 
Harbor Belle came near running down 
the ferry scow here last night with 
fatal results. As it was, the cable 
was lowered when the steamer, going 
at full speed, was within several feet 
of the line. Had the craft struck the 
line it would have resulted seriously, 
as the scow contained 50 men, women 
and children, beside three teams of 
horses. An investigation will be usk- 
ed for.

S'everal vessels well known on the 
Pacilic are reported to have been ac- 
quired by foreigners. On the list is 
tho iron four-masted bark Vanduara, 
1,916 tons register. She was built In 
1882 at Glasgow, and was purchased by 
Norwegians for about 515,000. Another 
is tho bark Lota, built tit Glasgow In 
1808, She realized about the same 
price at auction, and will lie transfer- 
red to Norwegian register. The iron 
four-masted bark Marlechen, which 
has been lying at Hamburg for somo 
time, bus been sold by order of tho 
court for 07,000 marks, and the iron 
ship Brambletyo, 1,472 tons register, 
is also reported as having been sold for 
about $10,000.
